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The Problem of Publishers’ 


Advertising 


An Attempt at Constructive Analysis 


Michael Sadleir 
Director of Constable & Co., Ltd., London 


T has recently been declared 
by an expert committee of 
the English booktrade that 
press-advertising is the heavi- 
est of the burdens borne by 
the modern publisher; that 

this burden has greatly increased during 
recent years and is still increasing; and 
that, short of an Act of God, only a unani- 
mous self-denying ordinance can save pub- 
lishers from their competitive extravagance, 
or the trade as at present organized, from 
sinking beneath its own publicity. 

_ Now here is a very serious situation, and 

it behooves not only the publishers them- 

selves, but the authors who depend on pub- 
lishers for livelihood, the booksellers who 
look to publishers for material to sell, and 
the public who care in, any way for books 
or reading, to take stock of the position be- 
fore it is too late. Publishers’ advertising 
is becoming the nerve center of publishing 
finance, and on sound publishing finance 
depends not only the livelihood of authors, 
agents and booksellers (all of whom may, 
of course, be things of nought to our indig- 
fant correspondent), but also the output 

and quality of books. Wherefore, only a 

man utterly indifferent to the fortunes of 

modern literature can describe the problem 
of advertising as one of little interest. 


7 -_ repeat, therefore, that the book-lov- 
ng public are concerned with publishers’ 
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advertising, and ought to understand its 
tendencies, because, if things go on as they 
are at present, the public will suffer, 
while if anything is to be done to stop the 
rot, it must be done with the public’s as- 
sistance. 

It is important to observe that the pro- 
nouncement recorded at the beginning of 
this article refers solely to “press-advertis- 
ing.” But press-advertising is not by any 
means all of a publisher’s advertising ex- 
penditure, and it may be well to set forth 
the principal categories of publicity-cost. 

Modern publishers’ advertising falls into 
at least nine classes :— 

(1) Press advertising, i.e., spaces in 
daily, weekly, monthly, or quarterly pe- 


riodicals, reckoned to fractions of an inch, . 


and bought by the publisher for the public 
announcement of his books. 

(2) Prospectuses, i.e., two- or four-page 
(sometimes more voluminous) leaflets de- 
scribing new books in greater or less detail, 
prepared and paid for by the publisher, 
posted by him to lists of individuals or sup- 
plied in quantity to booksellers for dis- 
tribution. 

(3) House-organs which are produced 
and distributed at the publisher’s cost. 

(4) Postage on (2) and (3)—a sig- 
nificant item which looms larger than 
might at first thought be realized. 

(5) Display material for bookshops— 
show-cards, streamers for window display, 
book stands, throw-away leaflets, etc. 
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(6) Poster-spaces on railway-platforms, 
buses, trains and in other public places. 

(7) Material for display in the spaces 
under (6) which material in contrast to 
that used in press advertisements has to be 
paid for by the publisher over and above 
the cost of renting the space. A news- 
paper bears the expense of setting up, cor- 
recting and printing the copy supplied by 
its advertisers; but a renter of poster-space 
supplies merely the space and the paste, and 
the advertiser is responsible for providing 
display material. 

(8) Free copies of books for review in 
periodicals. 

(9) Picture wrappers issued with books 
(principally novels). We exclude the 
non-pictorial lettered wrapper from our 
publicity schedule, because it may be 
claimed to exist rather to protect a binding 
than to advertise a publisher; but the 
modern picture-wrapper has definitely be- 
come a piece of imprint-publicity—an as- 
sertion of publishers’ individuality as well 
as an attempt at eye-catching—and, inci- 
dentally, is a good example of the addi- 
tional and fundamentally unnecessary 
expense to which publishers have allowed 
themselves to be driven in the attempt to 
outshine each other’s publications. 

Of these nine classes of publicity ex- 
penditure, some virtually did not exist in 
the old days (Nos. 3, 5, 6, 7 and 9), and 
the others have enormously increased not 
only in extent, but also in proportionate 
cost. In other words,. the modern pub- 
lisher is expected—nay, is forceed—to spend 
a great deal more on publicity than he was 
even ten years.ago, and vastly more than 
were his predecessors of the late Victorian 
epoch. Nor is this all. The great increase 
in the number of publishers (this is par- 
ticularly marked since the war) has, even 
more than the increase: in the number of 
books published, driven each individual 
publisher to a special intensity of adver- 
tisement in order, not merely to sell his 
books, but to force recognition of their 
very existence on a retail trade driven mad 
with multiplicity of titles, on a public be- 
mused with claims and counter-claims ‘on 
their-attention. 

Inevitably, the modes of advertisement 
having multiplied, the standards of prom- 
inence and of display having risen, the 
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pressure of competition having intensified. 
the publisher today is in the absurd Position 
of losing sales unless he over-advertises. In 
other words, his books tend to be over. 
looked unless he spends more in announc- 
ing their existence than on strict economic 
grounds is justifiable. 

Two observations will probably at this 
point occur to the disinterested outsider, 
The first is that if matters are really as 
bad as all that, the publishers have only 
themselves to thank. The second is that 
publishers must be able to afford this 
frenzied advertisement or they would not 
persist in it. Both observations are per- 
fectly just, and yet not quite all of the 
truth. Also the two are interdependent. 

The publishing trade consists of a large 
number of competing firms at many dif- 
ferent stages of development. This is ay 
important fact which should not be for- 
gotten. All publishers are not faced with 
the same financial problem. They are not 
merely so many firms all trying to sell so 
many new books; they represent an infinite 
variety of direct and indirect ambitions, of 
degrees of sales-desire from the desperately 
to the intentionally eager, thru optimism 
and moderate expectation, down to the 
cynical resignation of a man who spends 
without hope of a proportionate return. 
And this is because they possess, not only 
different financial organizations and dit- 
ferent mentalities, but stand at different 
stages on the road from début to per- 
manent reputation. 

(1) There are old established firms 
with well-founded “bread-and-butter lines” 
of steadily selling standard books—text- 
books, series of popular copyright works, 
perhaps a technical department or a theo- 
logical list of long standing, etc.,. etc. 
These firms can rely on a regular turnover 
from titles which require little or no con 
tinuing advertisement, and can obviously 
therefore, if they so desire, spend on thei! 
new ventures more per venture than would 
be possible if the new books had in every 
case to pay for their own publicity. — 

(2) There are firms with magazine 4 
well as book departments. These firms 
can count on an incoming advertisement 
revenue from their magazines which goes 
to the credit of their general business, and 
gives scope for heavier book publicity thar 
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on the strength of a book-business alone 
would be economically possible. Indeed, 
there are cases of book-publishers whose 
fnance depends almost entirely on the 
profits of a periodical business, and these 
profits are so great that the book-publishing 
side of the firm is treat- 
ed almost as a hobby 
—that is to say it is

actively engaged in buying a list. How 
should it be otherwise? A man or group 
of men with some thousands of pounds 
enters the publishing arena, and wants 
manuscripts which will make saleable 
books. Their main procedure must be to 
otter more to authors than the authors 
have been getting in the past, to tempt the 
booksellers with additional discounts, and 
to clamor more loudly in their advertise- 
ments than their older rivals have hitherto 
done. In such cases expenditure is de- 
liberately uneconomic, it being argued that 
some years of self-assertion are mecessary 
before a firm can count on a steady selling 
ist and a regular supply of new manu- 
scripts for publication. When that time 
arrives, authors find that the golden age 
of super-generosity is over, and booksellers 
wake with a start to a sudden tightening 
ot terms, 

(4) There are firms with close financial 
affiliations in the United States. Such 
firms are in the main post-war phenomena 
and partake in some measure of the charac- 
teristics of classes (2) and (3). The 
‘normous financial resources of a big 
American firm in the background act as a 
Prosperous magazine department acts to a 


firm buying its way to 
what cannot fail to be a big-selling list. 

(5) There are firms—very similar to 
those in classes (3) and (4)—who have the 
disposal of the money of some wealthy out- 
sider, either a private individual interested 
in books and looking for an agreeable play- 
thing in the way of investment, or a cor- 
poration already involved in some other 
department of cultural exploitation, who 
thinks a book-publishing firm an attractive 
side-show to its more extensive avocation. 
It is obvious that to firms in such a po- 
sition the ordinary rules of economics will 
not apply, either in the payment of au- 
thors, the giving of trade discounts, or 
the cost of publicity. 

(6) There are small thoughtful firms 
of publishers who work on a few titles 
and a small capital, who only publish what 
they regard as work of quality, and aim at 
acquiring for themselves, among appre- 
ciative booksellers and book-buyers, a sort 
of limited chic. Such firms are of neces- 
sity not large advertisers, nor do they need 
to be; but they are finding themselves 


driven gradually to an expenditure they 


neither desire nor really require from the 
sheer impossibility of making themselves 
heard over the noise of their less fastidious 


competitors. 
(7) There are, finally, firms who repre- 
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sent a mixture of certain of the foregoing 
—for example, mixtures of (1) and (6), 
and mixtures of (5) and (6)—but these 
hybrids do not invalidate our present argu- 
ment. 

Now it becomes evident in what way 
are related and to what extent are true 
the two contentions that publishers have 
brought their publicity troubles on them- 
selves, and that if they .are really losing 
money over advertising they would stop 
doing it. 

For the superfluity of publishers, no one 
firm and yet all firms are responsible. 
The evil can only be cured by a series of 
bankruptcies, or a series of voluntary re- 
tirements; it can only be prevented from 
getting worse by a change of fashion. For 
it is a curious but indisputable fact that 
publishing, by becoming smart,.has ceased 
to be a means of livelihood. The war has 
set a lot of folk who, in the old days, lived 
on their rentes, looking for a job. Pub- 
lishing seems an elegant and intriguing 
form of commerce. Any one fond of books 
or interested in authors believes that a pub- 
lisher enjoys all the material advantages 
of trade, plus the intellectual stimulus of 
dealing in inspiration, and trafficking with 
persons of genius. So he would—if only 
the material advantages of trade were as 
elastic as the demands made upon them. 
But they are not. Certainly the reading 
public and the sale of books have increased 
during the last ten years; but not nearly 
so rapidly as have increased the persons 
catering for them and the books claiming 
a share of notice. Tho demand be greater, 
if supply be greater still, the last state of 
a trade is worse than the first. Tennis- 
week at Wimbledon provides a_ topical 
analogy. In the old days the fashion for 
watching tennis at Wimbledon existed and 
available accommodation was inadequate. 
Similarly in the old days, book-accommo- 
dation in the public mind was inadequate 
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to the demand of books for seats: Wim. 
bledon has now been re-built. The accom. 
modation is much greater. But the demand 
for seats is proportionally greater stil] 
with the result that if more than before on 
satisfied, more still are disappointed, and 
the cost of getting a place (despite all the 
efforts of the organizers) is often pro- 
hibitive. With books it is just the same, 
except that there is no control over the 
sums which can be extorted from appli- 
cants for public notice, and publishers 
spend ever more and more in a desperate 
attempt to squeeze their publications into 
the already overcrowded consciousness of 
the reading world. 

Quite candidly, from the point of view 
of sound business dealing, the present pub- 
licity position of publishing is utterly bad. 
The trade have allowed themselves to en- 
gage in a competition which—if normal 
standards of finance ruled among pub- 
lishers—must at any moment lead to 
disaster. For a while the intrusion of non- 
book publishing influences can stave off 
catastrophe, but only for just so long as 
these influences are content to lose money 
earned from other sources in the game of 
book-publishing. And in the meantime the 
firms who try to make books pay for them- 


‘selves, who regard their business as of suf- 
ficient dignity to merit a standing of its 


own, must inevitably list and, maybe, sink 
altogether. Their disappearance would 
hardly be noticed among the jostling ves- 
sels which crowd the waters nowadays, 
serene under the surface oil of outside 


-wealth; but when the oil thins and dis- 


perses, when the frivolous whim of rich 
amateurs turns to the debauching of some 
other trade, the waters will trouble sud- 
denly and fiercely, and the publishing fra- 
ternity will go down in just such a 
whirlpool of collapse as engulfed them 2 
century ago, but one ten times more violent 
and more destructive.

An Oregon Venture in Informal 
Bookselling 


The Bookshelf of the University of Oregon's Co-operative Store 
Provides Charm, Makes Readers and Pays its Patrons

HE first student bookstore on the 

Pacific Coast was the University of 

Oregon Co-op, owned and operated 
by the associated students. This was the 
pioneer venture; but the idea took hold on 
the college communities all up and down 
the coast until now there is a healthy-sized 
conference of student bookstore managers 
whom Marion F.. McClain, manager of 
the Oregon Co-op, recently represented at 
the Atlantic City convention. 

To retain his lead as the ranking sales- 
man of general books to students, Mr. Mc- 
lain has inaugurated The Bookself. For 
it is the mature opinion of the Oregon 


manager that literature cannot prosper in 
a setting of tennis shoes and cigarettes; 
bric-a-brac and books had to be divorced. 
On the sunny south side of the tidy 
English-cottage style building that houses 
the Co-op, a mezzanine floor juts out mid- 
way between eaves and main floor. It is 
linked to the turmoil below only by a nar- 
row stairway. Here is The Bookshelf. 
Some thousand bright-hued jackets color 
the walls, lined on three sides with book- 
shelves. In the foreground, several com- 
fortable armchairs tempt the loiterer. Ash 
trays, a well-chosen disarray of enticing 
volumes on the tables, and a soft-toned rug 
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inspire a leisurely bookish air about the 
nook which conspires to hold bookworms 
in a lotus-like charm. 

The quiet reader over in the corner who 
casually nods to his fellow students as they 
drift in by two’s and three’s during the 
afternoon is all the clerk there is. He is 
never caught in the mood of busy insistence 
that is sure to annoy browsers. On the 
other hand, he helps them with their se- 
lections and advises about authors and edi- 
tions, for it is important that such a place 
should have a particular kind of attendant. 
Bob Warner, the popular varsity letterman 
who presides over The Bookshelf, is not 
only a book salesman, he is also a book 
lover. 

These little knots of readers who loaf 
here with books after their classes are the 
best sort of advertisement. ‘They bring 
their friends and their friends’ friends, 
teo, all of whom are a selected group of 
potential buyers. 

The orthodox method of publicity is 
pursued thru the student daily. A series 
of intimate chatty little articles on books, 
featured in the ad columns of the Emerald, 
ties up closely with the book editor’s re- 
views on the editorial page. Also, since 
The Bookshelf is no less a student activity, 
in its way, than football, it receives and 
benefits from editorial patronage in the 
news. And faculty members, who form an 
unofficial advisory staff to the management 
of the Co-op, often spread the word of 
a good new book which The Bookshelf is 
featuring. 

But the most effective promoter of all is 
the rent library carried in conjunction with 
regular cash sales. This department num- 
bers about a hundred volumes of the 
latest best sellers; up-to-the-minute fiction 
circulates among the students at five cents 
a day for each volume and other books 
much in demand go the rounds for a quar- 
ter a week. A notable scheme to keep the 
lineup of titles always changing on the 
shelves. has been devised: when any book 
has earned fifty cents it is placed on sale 
and any time after that when it is rented, 
the book’s earning is deducted from the 
purchase price. In this way, competition 
is keen for especially coveted volumes. 

No corner of the literary field is too ob- 
scute to have its representative—and one 
it is not ashamed of—at The Bookshelf. 
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With little more than two months of ex- 
perience behind it, the student demand on 
The Bookshelf cannot be accurately pre- 
dicted. Of course, of the lot, Everyman’; 
Library and particularly the versatility of 
the Modern Library seem to be designed 
primarily for student consumption. But 
a wide variety of bindings and editions js 
offered the seeker in any field. Not a few 
students have a penchant for first editions 
and limited editions which The Bookshelf 
satisfies to its profit. 

Primarily cultural in importance as it 
is, The Bookshelf can claim eminent sound- 
ness as a business enterprise. Figures for 
the first month of spring term sales showed 
more than fifty dollars net gain in general 
books over the normal slump for this 
period, the low ebb in the year’s sales curve. 

Plans are going forward which will ex- 
tend both the regular stock and the rent 
library to meet the demand. In the light 
of this evidence, the supposition that good 
books can only hope to share an occasional 
purchaser from their gum counter lair ex- 
plodes. Indeed, the growing tendency at 
Oregon is for The Bookshelf to bait buyers 
of incidentals—a complete reversal of the 
customary order. With proper attention, 
the college booktrade can be cultivated 
until it comprises an important unit of the 
total student store business. The Book- 
shelf, under Mr. McClain, has achieved 
this unique position at the University of 
Oregon Cooperative store.

Advertising and Publicity Program for BookShopping Campaign 


HE opening gun of the campaign to 

sell BookShopping will be fired this 

month. It will consist of a prelimi- 
nary news story something in the way of a 
foundation on which the publicity can be 
built up. Following it will be stories of 
the Association’s work to enlarge the book- 
buying public, an outline of the Book- 
Selection idea, the appointment of the com- 
mittee and the selection of “All Kneeling”’ 
as the first beok. These stories will be re- 
leased to all newspapers and magazines and 
the news syndicates and will run thruout 
the month. 

The September magazines will appear on 
or about the twenty-fifth of August and 
will carry both Harper and A. B. A. adver- 
tising as well as reviews and other pub- 
licity. It is expected that the weekly re- 
viewing periodicals will carry reviews on 
September eighth and ninth (the book is to 
be published on September 7th) and the 
advertising of both the publisher and the 
Association will appear in those issues. 

This first campaign will be closely fol- 
lowed by other advertising and publicity. 
There are over two hundred co-operating 
bookstores and departments at the present 
time and practically all of them will have 
a window of “All Kneeling” on September 
7th. Requests for material are being re- 
ceived daily, and the booksellers are also 
asking for mats to aid in mewspaper adver- 
tising. Two mats will be furnished to all 
ao booksellers who wish to use 
them. 

The BookSelection easel and window 
signs showing that booksellers are members 
will be sent out with the books early in 
August. Books ordered thru the A. B. A. 
will have BookSelection bands, which band 
we hope to make a “mark of distinction” 
on all forthcoming selections. A prize of 
five free-copies of the October BookSelec- 





tion will be given to the book outlet that 
runs the best advertisement tying up with 
the national campaign. The judges will 
not consider the size of the ad important 
as long as it is effective in identifying the 
bookseller with the national campaign. The 


‘judges are Frederic Melcher, Franklin 


Spier and the writer. 

An example of the sort of cooperation 
that will make this plan a success is that 
of the work done by the booksellers of San 
Francisco. Each member who attended 
their conference on this plan placed his or- 
der with the secretary and he (Paul Elder) 
was instructed to canvass all who did not 
attend for additional orders. The city of 
San Francisco shows almost one hundred 
per cent. co-operation, and the booksellers 
are continuing their work to make it com- 
plete. Special advertising will be placed in 
a local newspaper there as it will wherever 
such cooperation is obtained. 

There should be five hundred booksellers, 
all striving to sell the BookShopping habit 
in conjunction with the Association. This 
is an experiment. Its success means that 
we will increase bookstore business.

Can an Adult Learn? 


OME recent studies of the capacity 
of grown-ups to acquire fresh 
skill throw new light on this ques- 

tion,” says the Executives’ Service Bul- 

letin of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 

Company. “One of the most interesting 

investigations is that of Professor E. L. 

Thorndike of Teachers College, Columbia 

University. During the last two years he 

has conducted experiments with two 

groups, one averaging in age 42, the other 

22. Both were compared with a group of 

children. The adults were taught to 

write with the wrong hand, to operate the 
typewriter, and there were classes in 
algebra, science, foreign languages, etc. 

For all three groups there were classes in 
reading, spelling, arithmetic and other ele- 

mentary school subjects. In general, both 

adult groups \earned more rapidly than the 
group of children. The group of older 
adults learned almost as rapidly as the 
younger adult group—roughly, about five- 
sixths as fast. The conclusion is that abil- 
ity to learn increases until about 20, when 
it remains stationary for a time, provided 
the adult continues to study, and then de- 

clines very gradually. No one under 50 
should be deterred from trying to learn 
something new by the fear of being too 
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old, if he has developed the study habit. 
The studies show that even after 50 the 
decline is so slow that the attempt to learn 
is still. well worth while. 

“Lack of opportunity or desire to learn 
now appears to be the explanation of why 
adults so seldom learn a new language or 
a new trade. But opportunity and desire 
have greatly increased everywhere in this 
country in recent years. The Public Li- 
brary of Newark reports that about 10,000 
young people in that city—mostly men be- 
tween 20 and 32 years of age—pay yearly 
more than $200,000 to correspondence 
schools. These young men have had little 
formal education and are mostly working 
at trades not requiring great skill.” 


Changes in Copyright Fees 


T was one of the last acts of the recent 
session of the Congress to pass the bill 
for increase of copyright fees, an action 

which was both desirable and just. In re- 
cent years especially, since all prices have 
gone up—with the unfortunate exception 
of government employees’ salaries—the 
Copyright Office has been put under in- 
creasing embarrassment in its work because, 
altho its receipts are turned over directly 
to the Treasury, appropriations are made 
by the Congress, and it is expected that 
these should be within the receipts of the 
Copyright Office. This has been said to be 
the case, but, outside of salaries, expenses 
are not thus covered, and with some read- 
justment of salaries and the necessity of em- 
ploying additional clerks the fees, even 
from the increasing number of copyright 
entries, have not covered the expenses of 
the office. Under these circumstances, the 
action of the Congress was thoroly proper 
and the change was received by most 
classes interested, publishers and authors 
especially, without protest, except in 
negligible individual instances. The only 
seeming hardship was in the case of periodi- 
cals, such as daily newspapers, which pre- 
fer to copyright individual articles instead 
of relying on the general copyright of the 
publications, as the law specifically author- 
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izes, but this objection would arise only in 
the case of important periodicals which 
made no opposition to the change. 

Altho the Register of Copyrights took 
time by the forelock and, immediately after 
the passage of the bill on May 23, 1928, 
placed notice of the change in each letter 
sent out after that date, the Copyright Of- 
fce has been embarrassed since July ist, 
when the change went into effect, by the 
failure of a great number of correspondents 
to send the increased remittance, which, if 
not a condition of copyright, is obligatory 
with the deposit. The Copyright Office 
has felt obliged to return such fees as im- 
perfect compliance with the requirements 
for copyright, and thus much business has 
been hung up, to the detriment both of the 
applicants for copyright and the office of 
registry. It is to be hoped that on further 
consideration. of the copyright statutes the 
Copyright Office may feel authorized to 
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construe the requirement as not a condition 
of copyright, but simply obligatory, so that 
entries may be made without prejudice. 
But publishers and other applicants for 
copyright should take immediate notice of 
the new rates, effective, as stated, July rst 
last, and send at once the additional amount 
required, and hereafter see that the proper 
fees are sent with the applications. 

The Catalog of Copyright Entries, 
which has now reached enormous propor- 
tions at great cost, has also been raised in 
price, and not unreasonably. In connection 
with this, one of the parts has been split 
so as to bring dramatic productions and 
movie entries into a separate part, which 
may be individually subscribed for. The 
new law and arrangements of the Copy- 
right Office as to the Catalog are given else- 
where in these columns and should have 
careful attention from those concerned in 
applications for copyrights. 





Copyright Fees Act Passed May 23, 1928; In Effect July, 1928 


An Act To amend sections 57 and 61 of the Act entitled “An Act to amend and 
consolidate the Acts respecting copyright,’ approved March 4, 1909. 


Note.—The new text is printed in italic type. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 

of America in Congress assembled, That sections 57 and 61 of the Act entitled “An 

Act to amend and consolidate the Acts respecting copyright,” approved March 4, 

1909 (section 57 and section 61, title 17, United States Code), be, and the same 
| are hereby, amended so as to read as follows: 
? “Sec. 57. That the said printed current catalogs as they are issued shall 

be promptly distributed by the copyright office to the collectors of customs of the 

United States and to the postmasters of all exchange offices of receipt of foreign 

mails, in accordance with revised lists of such collectors of customs and postmasters 

prepared by the Secretary of the Treasury and the Postmaster General, and they | 

shall also be furnished in whole or in part to all parties desiring them at a price to | 

be determined by the register of copyrights for each part of the catalog not exceeding | 

>10 for the complete yearly catalog of copyright entries. ‘The consolidated cata- | 
: logs and indexes shall also be supplied to all persons ordering them at such prices | 
| as may be determined to be reasonable, and all subscriptions for the catalogs shall | 

be received by the Superintendent of Public Documents, who shall forward the 

said publications: and. the moneys thus received shall be paid into the Treasury of 

the United States and accounted for under such laws and Treasury regulations as 

shall be in force at the time. 

“SEC. 61. That the register of copyrights shall receive, and the persons to 

whom the services designated are rendered shall pay, the following fees: For the 

registration of any work subject to copyright, deposited under the provisions of 

this Act, $2, which sum is to include a certificate of registration under seal: Pro- 

vided, That in the case of any unpublished work registered under the provisions of 

‘ection 11, the fee for registration with certificate shall be $1, and in the case of a 

published photograph the fee shall be $1 where a certificate is not desired. For 

‘very additional certificate of registration made, $r. For recording and certifying 
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any instrument of writing for the assignment of copyright, or any such license 
specified in section 1, subsection (e), or for any copy of such assignment or license, 
duly certified, $2 for each copyright office record-book page or additional fraction 
thereof over one-half page. For recording the notice of user or acquiescence specified 
in section 1, subsection (e), $2 for each notice of not more than five titles. For 
comparing any copy of an assignment with the record of such document in the 
copyright office and certifying the same under seal, $2. For recording the renewal 
of copyright provided for in sections 23 and 24, $1. For recording the transfer of 
the proprietorship of copyrighted articles, 10 cents for each title of a book or other 
article, in addition to the fee prescribed for recording the instrument of assignment. 
For any requested search of copyright office records, indexes, or deposits, $1 for 
each hour of time consumed in making such search: Provided, That only one regis- 
tration at one fee shall be required in the case of several volumes of the same book 
deposited at the same time.” 


Sec. 2. This Act shall go into effect on July 1, 1928.

within the above prescribed limits. Accordingly, the prices of the various parts of 
the Catalog, on or after July 1, 1928, will be as follows:

RACE GAIGE, buyer for the book 
department of R. H. Macy & Com- 
pany, New York, has tendered her 

resignation to the firm as of October 1st. 
Miss Gaige has been a very conspicuous 
figure in the booktrade, having grown up 
in the business and been buyer for Macy’s 
for fifteen years, developing the depart- 
ment to be the enormous outlet that it is. 
The price-cutting methods of the store on 
books have placed it apart from the gen- 
eral run of bookstores, but Miss Gaige 
would have been a success in any circum- 
stances, having a wide knowledge of books, 
an indefatigable interest in store service 
and a great capacity for handling a staff, 
which in the Macy business runs from 35 
in summer to three times that number at 
Christmas. 

The large volume of business puts a 
great strain on the buyer, and yet Miss 
Gaige is a calm and imperturable manager 
even in the fierce rush of holidays, always 
ready to listen to descriptions of every new 
book and to judge the way each title could 
fit into her business. ‘The system necessary 
to keep such a stock in order is intricate, 
and steadily the mechanics of this business 
has been built so that the books may be in 
stock when wanted. 

Miss Gaige has been for some time con- 
templating retirement, has purchased a 
home for herself in Patchogue, L. I., and 
finally reached the conclusion that this year 
would be an opportune year for such a 
change. The firm has made every effort 
to get her to continue at her post, but she 
believes her decision is best and she abides 
by it in spite of pressure, tho staying with 
the business until the fall buying is com- 
pleted.

Obituary Notes 


WILLIAM C. BROWNELL 


WILLIAM Crary BRowNELL, author, 
critic and literary adviser, died in Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., on July 22nd, at the age 
of 47. He was a resident of New York, 
where he was born, in 1851. A graduate 
of Amherst College, he early began con- 
tributing to magazines. He served on the 
staff of The Nation for two years. In 1891 
he joined Scribner’s as literary adviser. He 
was the author of “French Traits,” 1889; 
“French Art,” 1892; “Newport,” 1896; 
“Victorian Prose Masters,” 1901; Ameri- 
can Prose Masters,” 1909; “Standards,” 
1917; “The Genius of Style,” 1924, and 
“Democratic Distinction in America,” 
1928. 


FREDERIC H. FASSETT 
OF SAN FRANCISCO 


The death of Frederic H. Fassett has 
deprived San Francisco of one of its oldest, 
best-known and best-loved bookmen. Mr. 
Fassett died July 14, following an oper- 
ation last April from which he failed to 
rally. 

For more than forty-five years Mr. 
Fassett has been an active figure in the 
book business of San Francisco and the Pa- 
cific Coast, and his passing will be 
mourned by every bookseller and book 
buyer. 

For many years he was head of the book 
department of Cunningham, Curtiss and 
Welch and continued in that capacity 
after that concern was bought out by the 
H. S. Crocker Co. When the latter firm 
discontinued its book department, Mr. Fas- 
sett accepted an important position with 
the Pacific Coast Branch of The Macmil- 
lan Company, Publishers, which he held 
until his death. 
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HIS list aims to be acomplete and ac- 

curate record of American book publica-

The Field of Old and Rare Books 
and Weekly Book Exchange 


Current Rare Book Notes 
Frederick M. Hopkins 


HE. London auction season closed on 
Angust 1 with selections of rare mate- 
rial, printed and autographic, from 
many collections, including the autograph 
correspondence of Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu and her private library, consisting 


largely of the works of contemporaries an- 
notated by herself. There was a wide 
range of very interesting and very rare 
material, and we are sure to hear of some 
very high prices. Lots of special American 
interest included a series of letters of lit- 
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erary interest written by Walt Whitman, 
and a series of autographic items by Abra- 
ham Lincoln, among them a letter, one 
page, full 4to, dated January 14, 1863, 
written to General John A. Dix, relating 
to the Emancipation Proclamation, which 
had been issued just two weeks before, on 
January 1, 1863. President Lincoln wrote: 
“The proclamation has been issued. We 
are not succeeding—at best, were progress- 
ing too slowly—without it. Now we have 
it, and bear all the disadvantages of it (as 
we do bear in some quarters), we must also 
take some benefit from it, if practicable. 
| therefore thank you for your well-con- 
sidered opinion whether Fortress Monroe, 
or Yorktown, one or both, could not, in 
whole or part, be garrisoned by colored 
troops, leaving the white forces now neces- 
sary at those places, to be employed else- 
where.” This fine letter written on an 
“Executive Mansion” letterhead, in Lin- 
coln’s most precise style, will rank among 
the most important letters that has passed 
under the hammer. 


THE auction season just closed in Lon- 

don has given general satisfaction. The 
amount of rare material has not been as 
great as in many former years, but the cata- 
logers have arranged it skilfully and have 
advertised it widely. As a rule, the sales 
have been well timed, and as a result 
prices have been generally high for first- 
class material. Many record prices could 


easily be quoted. As in New York, there 


has been a great deal of autographic mate- 
rial which has been much in demand and 
has provoked very keen competition. The 
American collector and dealer has, as in 
recent years, been a very great factor, and 
some of the most important sales were re- 
served, as now has become the custom, un- 
til after the New York season closed, so 
that American dealers could be present. 
Dr. Rosenbach and Mr. Wells, and other 
dealers, have bought much of the rarest 
material, but it is reported that many 
American collectors have sent their bids to 
Maggs Bros, and Bernard Quaritch, and 
other London dealers, and that the Ameri- 
Can competition has been even greater than 
the public knows about. Notwithstanding 
the great quantities of rarities of all kinds 
that are being bought and are crossing the 
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Atlantic, the American collector and dealer 
stands higher in England today than ever 
before. He is beginning to be regarded 
as a good sport, who knows what he is 
after, and has intelligence, biblographical 
knowledge, and plenty of audacity. It is 
now apparent more than ever that he has 
been playing the game with skill and has 
constantly been winning. 


ACoPy of Shelley’s “Prometheus Un- 

bound,” first issue of the first edition, 
London, 1820, original boards, paper label, 
uncut, with both the misprinted and can- 
celled leaf of “Contents” and the substi- 
tuted one, brought $3,100 at Sotheby’s last 
month. When this volume was published 
it was discovered that the word “miscel- 
laneous” was misspelled “misellaneous” and 
the original “Contents” leaf was cancelled, 
and a new leaf with the word correctly 
spelled was substituted for it. In the sea- 
son of 1925-1926, in this country, four 
copies of the second issue with the cor- 
rected contents page, were sold, bringing 
from $35 to $320. The highest price was 
paid for an uncut copy in the original 
boards in a levant solander case. In the 
season of 1926-1927, a copy of the first 
issue, with the misspelled contents leaf in- 
tact, with a leaf of advertisements lacking, 
in a beautiful levant binding by Riviere, 
brought $425. The difference between the 
prices recorded for the two seasons past, 
and the new record made at Sotheby’s is 
the tribute which collectors are now paying 
to: perfection. Condition (with all the 
points) is a factor that is receiving more 
and more attention and is constantly play- 
ing havoc with old records in the auction 
room. 


‘T BRU the efforts of the League of Na- 

tions all large libraries thruout the 
world will be cataloged along the lines 
adopted by American libraries. According 
to Professor Hanson, of the University of 
Chicago, in a few years many manuscripts 
and many excessively rare books scattered 
thru the great libraries of the world will 
be discovered and made accessible to 
scholars. Professor Hanson has been cata- 
loging the Vatican Library and has found 
many valuable manuscripts, including quite 
a few referring to early American his-

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This More Knowing Public 


An Ever Increasing Public Is Becoming Bookwise 


Oliver M. Porter 


HOSE who are closely associated 

with the production of books know 

that there is a steady improvement 
in our standards of bookmaking. To some 
of them, this improvement is important 
only in so far as it concerns typography, 
harmony of design, and the outward ap- 
pearance of the book. Others recognize 
the importance of the “hidden values’”— 
which include the materials and the crafts- 
manship that go into the making of a 
well-bound book. They realize that this 
country is becoming increasingly book- 
conscious. 

A variety of things have combined to 
increase the number of people who read 
books to widen their outlook and to in- 
crease their appreciation. Perhaps the 
most significant factor is what might be 
called the greater popularity of educatiom: 
Of course this is more than mere “popu- 
larity.” It is also the result of greater 
prosperity. But for whatever reason, the 
fact remains that the enrollment of our 
colleges increases each year. Each year a 
more than proportionate number of stu- 
dents become interested in the reading and 
collecting of current books, as well as the 
classics, and each year the general public 
is buying more books. 

While it is by no means confined to our 
colleges, the present vogue for collecting 
first editions certainly has received greater 
impetus from the interest of college stu- 
dents. It is quite true that at first the 
interest of many of these boys and girls is 
not due to any deep appreciation of liter- 
ature. A familiarity with modern liter- 
ature and the collecting of first editions 
of modern authors is only a game with 


many of them, but even with these, the 
mere ‘exposure’ to a great many books 
almost inevitably results in some real ap- 
preciation. Others, of course, need no 
introduction to books. 

One outstanding result* of this greater 
book-consciousness among college students 
is their keener interest in the appearance 
as well as in the contents of books. With 
characteristic eagerness, they have turned 
their attention to typography and design. 
Since this part of their education is out of 
the curriculum, for the most part, they 
attack it with even greater thoroness. 
And anyone who has seen their eager in- 
terest knows how they are often inspired 
with a zealous missionary spirit. Humil- 
ity is not a marked characteristic of this 
spirit, but none can deny the vigor of their 
attack in spreading the light. The effects 


are far-reaching; and they are but one of 


the many factors responsible for our 
greater book-consciousness as a nation. 
The rise of the rental library is also re- 
sponsible. Thru rental libraries current 
books have been brought within the reach 
of many who are unable or unwilling to 
buy them. The rental library has done 
its part toward making reading popular 
with many people who had hitherto found 
books no part of their lives. It is true 
that many of these people showed no great 
appreciation of any real literature. But 
here again, mere exposure to books has 
borne fruit. Their tastes have developed. 
From Elinor Glyn to Thornton Wilder 's 
a long step, longer than most of them have 
taken at once. Gradually, however, the 
demand for better books has increased. — 
Many of the patrons of rental libraries

The J. J. Little & Ives Company has had a 
worthy share in some of the most important 
Century enterprises by manufacturing the larger 
proportion of the Company’s books. 
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are people whose tastes are already de- 
veloped. Their powers of observation are 
in no need of training. The others, whose 
tastes are being developed gradually, are 
learning also to observe. Many books 
from the rental library come into their 
hands. They need not be unduly fastidi- 
ous to feel a distaste for bindings that are 
worn and shabby. ‘The books they seek 
from rental libraries are usually those 
that have been published recently. A copy 
that is battered and decrepit must have 
been read many times, or it must have been 
greatly abused. 

Neither explanation prevents a slight 
feeling of resentment. In the first place, 
it is easy to look and see how many times 
the book has been issued. Most rental 
libraries mark a record in the book itself. 
If it has been issued many times, there 
may be a slight resentment that so many 
others have “got it first.” ‘That is merely 
human. And if the book has been issued 
only once or twice, then perhaps it has 
been abused. ‘This too is resented, and 


strangely enough the very ones who are 
most guilty of mistreating books are likely 


to resent it most. 

They continue to observe. It is not a 
long step fromethis to a consideration. of 
the bindings used by different publishers. 
The publishers’ advertising is a great help 
in associating their imprint with their 
books. Patrons of rental libraries soon 
form the habit of reading publishers’ ads 
in newspapers and magazines. The adver- 
tising is excellent. Being excellent it is 
distinctive in style. “Thus, gradually but 
inevitably, this section of the reading pub- 
lic comes to associate titles, authors, and 
quality of bindings with certain publishers. 

Another section of the reading public— 
and it is an over-lapping section—is com- 
posed of those people who are able and 
willing to buy books for their own li- 
braries. ‘They are increasing too. Greater 
prosperity plays some part in this. Modern 
educational advertising also plays a part. 
The very beautiful posters, and the other 
work of the National Association of Book 
Publishers, has done much to stimulate in- 
terest in reading and in the ownership of 
books. People who are buying their books 
to read and to keep are interested in the 
appearance and quality of a book as well 
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as in its contents. And they are becoming 
incréasingly conscious of the elements o; 


~ good bookmaking. 


Modern advertising has come in for its 
full share of criticism. Very little praise 
is given to it for being, as it often is, the 
public’s “guide, counselor and friend.” 
But it is true that sincere and honest ad- 
vertising designed to stimulate interest in 
books does give to many people an impetus 
toward richer living. The National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers is not alone in its 
efforts. It has been joined by the United 
Typothetae of America in an extensive 
campaign. Another, smaller association is 
doing its part. The Binders Board Manu- 
facturers’ Association is issuing a series of 
posters, in color, featuring bindings of 
distinction and durability from publishers’ 
current lists. ‘These posters are being dis- 
tributed to bookstores, public libraries, and 
rental libraries, for use as display material. 
They are sent also to bookbinders, to au- 
thors, to critics, and publishers. 

The books selected are not rare or spe- 
cial editions. Their average price is $2.50. 
They are selected not only for the quality 
of their bindings, but for the timeliness 
and interest of their contents. In June, 
the first poster of the series illustrated: 


“Etched in Moonlight,” by James Ste- 
phens (Macmillan). 
“Tristan and Iseult,” by Joseph Bedier 

(A. & C. Boni). 

“Show Cases,” by Jacques Le Clercq 

(Macy-Masius). 

“The Axe,” by Sigrid Undset (Knopf). 
“Stained Sails,’ by John T. MclIntyre 

(Stokes). 

“Navigator,” by Alfred Stanford (Mor- 
row). 

Six books are illustrated on each poster. 
The names of the binder and publisher are 
given. 

The second poster was distributed re- 
cently. 

The third poster of the series is now 
being prepared. It will appear in Septem- 
ber. The fourth is scheduled for Novem- 
ber or early December. Next year the 
Binders’ Board Manufacturers’ Association 
plans to continue, and to increase, their 
program for giving greater publicity

sage: 

“Soon there. will be another muse. 
Printing is being lifted out of its ¢craft- 
class into the higher level of art. To be 
sure, the men who have been doing the 
lifting have not ventured to call this new 
level—art; they deny such presumption. 
Nevertheless, the proof is overwhelming 
and conclusive; for now we have critics of 
printing. 

For many years a part of the public has 
been buying books, not for their literary 
content, not for their value as rare edi- 
tions, but solely for their physical appear- 
ance. Until recently, these enthusiasts 
were allowed to pursue their outlandish 
hobby undisturbed. They did their choos- 
ing indiscriminately. There were no sign- 
posts for their guidance. No canons of 
taste. No rules! No one to point out the 
good from the bad. The customers were 


being fooled; they were actually selecting 
books according to their own tastes and 
enthusiasms. Obviously, something needed 
to be done. 

“Something has been done. ‘The critics 
are functioning furiously. New books are 
being subjected to grave and scientific 
critical analysis. They are being con- 
demned or praised according to the per- 
centage of beauty remaining in the retort 
at the end of the process. There are even 
factions among the critics and ‘schools’ of 
printing. 

“And we, as printers, not artists, reg- 
ister a mild protest. We have built up a 
clientele, and enjoyed ourselves thoroly 
while doing so. We have even reached 
the point where our unsuspecting public is 
pleased with most of what we offer them. 
But now our little game has been exposed 
—and we face the necessity of becoming 
artists and pleasing the critics. We in- 
finitely prefer to continue to fool the public 
and to please ourselves.

Frederick M. Hopkins 


HE Windsor Press, of San Fran- 

cisco, is one of the special presses of 

the Pacific Coast that eastern lovers 
of finely printed books should keep in 
touch with, for it has already made a fine 
beginning. A catalog just issued lists six 
publications: “Ballads of Francois Villon ;” 
“The Nightingale and the Rose,” by 
Oscar Wilde; “The Press of the Renais- 
sance in Italy,” by James Sydney John- 
son; “The Triumphs of Petrarch;”’ “The 
Letter of Columbus to Luis de Saint Angel 
Concerning His Voyage to the Indies;” 
“The Most Pleasant and Delectable Tale 
of the Marriage of Cupid and Psyche;” 
and “The Legs of Sister Ursula,” by 
Rudyard Kipling. The titles, details of 
bookmaking, and the size of the limited 
editions, from 200 to 500, and the general 
result are well calculated to appeal to the 
discriminating collector, The point of 
view of the Brothers Johnson, founders of 
the Windsor Press, is given in the conclud- 
ing paragraphs of a little pamphlet, “The 
Regeneration of the Book.” They write as 
follows: 

“Distinctly worthy as contemporary 
press books are, however, they are the be- 
ginning of an era of fine production as 
yet scarcely visual in its grand sweep. 
The years since Morris have been mainly 
one of transplanting his ideals, together 
with the development of interpretation by 
Mr. Rogers, until.now, with such gesta- 
tion completed, typography is breathing 
into a rich and lusty experience. . . . 

“The propagation of this is contingent, 
of course, upon the heights of ideals and 
artistic sensibilities of the generation of 
craftsmen now putting their hands to the 
press, and, in equal measure, to the con- 
tinued and growing appreciation of the 
collector, who, thru intelligent  dis- 
crimination in his collecting, can encourage 
where encouragement is due or discourage 
where mediocrity is the rule, As it is, 
many modern press collectors are more in- 
terested in an edition’s limitation than in 
that which is the very blood of the printer 


—its beauty. In such collecting one may 
some day awake to the unpleasant realiz;- 
tion that all is not the gold he prized so. 
Not so with the Jenkinson collection jin 
the Newark Public Library, however, for 
here are items chosen for their distinct 
typographical merit, a discrimination that 
has often led its directors to refuse admis- 
sion to books rare and extremely valuable 
but which are lacking in any pretension to 
typographic perfection, while, on the other 
hand, a healthy percentage of small and 
inexpensive books dwell with a semblance 
of permanence. The moral is that, whilst 
these acquisitions are things of beauty in 
themselves and, together with being joys 
forever, are potent of inspiration to every 
lover of the book beautiful, they are, to 
the speculative minded, possible of start- 
lingly rapid and increased advance in 
value, of which those phenominal rises of 
Bruce Rogers items the past has witnessed 
are as nothing to the coming demands born 
of a widened collection circle imbued with 
the spirit of the New Renaissance. 

“Yet, aside from any such speculative 
consideration and because of the book's 
own appeal as an object of art, the col- 
lector cannot err in such a course. True, 
in the lack of an historic interest or asso- 
ciation familiar to many a dust-laden 
tome, the modern book is wanting, but to 
the aesthete, the superior book’s artistic 
quality fully compensates for that, because 
thruout its whole content, the ‘feel’ of the 
paper included, one is conscious, not alone 
of its permanence as a book, but of that 
sacredness attaching to any production 
which has been a labor of love, and doubly 
so in this machine age when handwrought 
art is the exception rather than the rule. 
But, even more than this, there is the very 
vitality of the book, which we have before 
called its poetic quality. No question of 4 
book’s merit can be harbored where such 
prevails, for its sheer divinity must be ap- 
parent to connoisseur and novice alike, en- 
joining them to participation in the song 
of the craftsman’s heart.”

A New Volume on Post-War Typography in England and This 
Country 


NEW volume in the field 
of fine printing and discus- 
sion of fine printing and 
one that will be a wel- 
come addition to _ the 
growing» list of books in 
this field comes from Harper & Brothers 
entitled “Printing of Today—An Illus- 
trated Survey of Post-War Typography 
in Europe and the United States.” The 
special value of the volume arises from the 
very fact that it is devoted to this par- 
ticular period. ‘The book is folio size, and 
accompanying the well-selected examples is 
an introduction by Aldous Huxley, who 
comes to the defense of the machines as an 
adjunct to bookmaking, pointing out that 
“Machines exist; let us then exploit them 
to create beauty—a modern beauty, while 
we are about it.” As with the other con- 
tributors, he is not in sympathy with 
period bookmaking or too much looking 
backward, for he says, “We live in the 
twentieth century; let us frankly admit it 
and not pretend that we live in the fif- 
teenth. The work of the backward-look- 
ing hand-printers may be excellent in its 
way, but its way is not the contemporary 
way. As an ordinary reader, who cannot 
afford to buy hand-made books, I object to 
the archaizing printer. It is only from 
the man with the machine that I can hope 
for any amelioration of my lot as @ reader.” 

Printing in England is discussed by 
Oliver Simon, typographer of the famous 
Curwen Press and former editor. of “The 
Fleuron.” “The few years that have 
passed since the end of the war have seen 
political revolutions abroad, and a typo- 
graphical revolution in Great Britain. By 
imperceptible stages typographical leader- 
ship has slipped from the hands of private 
Press owners into the practical hands of 
professional printers and enlightened pub- 
lishers.” Briefly Mr. Simon sketches the 
story of English printing from the days of 
ulmer to the post-war period, asserting 
that “We may be thankful that the typog- 





rapher is now definitely in the trade and 
not a cultivated amateur of means, living 
and working divorced from the press by 
distance and outlook.” With all honor 
paid to the-linotype and monotype corpora- 
tions for their great energy and enterprise 
in issuing new versions of beautiful types, 
he goes on to say, “These corporations 
would deserve even more respect if they 
stimulated and encouraged the production 
of contemporary types designed by men 
who have seen and understood machines 
now in use and who will adapt their de- 
signs accordingly to entail the most eco- 
nomic results—types, incidentally, that a 
printer would be happy to use to print a 
book by Einstein, Bernard Shaw, James 
Joyce, Thomas Mann or Jean Cocteau. ... 

“Antiquarianism is so strongly engrained 
in the English character that most modern 
printing is either period or just nothing at 
all. Publishers and booksellers protest 
that antiquarianism sells. A contemporary 
style in printing is admittedly difficult of 
attainment or of definition. There are no 
contemporary book types worthy of note: 
printers are in advance of type founders.” 

As specimens to illustrate English print- 
ing, Mr. Simon selects examples from the 
Shakespeare Head Press, Cambridge Uni- 
versity, T. and A. Constable, the West- 
minster Press, the Curwen Press, and 
many others. 

The discussion on printing in the United 
States has been appropriately undertaken 
by Paul Beaujon, an American writer on 
typography, not French as the nom de 
plume might indicate.’ Like Mr. Simon, 
the writer has searched among the new 
output for contemporary styles, believing 
that there has been too much emphasis on 
the suitability of the text and that there 
should be more daring in making a book 
as an art creation in itself. “The book as 
a work of art does not exist. It will never 
be anything more than an implement by 
which thought is painlessly conveyed. The 
book designer will never be anything more 
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than an unprofitable ‘fiddler’ until he not 
only understands this prime fact but moves 
in such circles as have intelligent rever- 
ence for idea-transmission.” Among the 
examples selected are those from the Mer- 
rymount Press, Bruce Rogers, Pynson 
Printers, W. A. Dwiggins, Harvard Uni- 
versity Press, and others. 

Continental printing is discussed by 
Julius Rodenberg, who points out the na- 
tionalistic tendencies and endeavor of each 
country to produce work of individuality. 
Mr. Rodenberg’s pages of selections are 
colorful and suggestive to the American 
bookmaker and collector. 


Warde Plays With Printers’ 


Ornaments 


HE Lanston Monotype Corporation 

of London has just issued a quarto 

book entitled ‘“Printers’ Ornaments 
Applied to the Composition of Decorative 
Borders, Panels and Patterns” by Frederic 
Warde, the distinguished American typog- 
rapher. On its binding and thru every page 
of text Mr. Warde has used imagination 
and taste in the use of printers’ ornaments 
and made a book that will long be prized 
by collectors as an example of what can 
be done with the delightful variety of 
“flowers” which the Monotype people pro- 
vide. As a problem of design, the use of 
these decorative units is a fascination for 
the typographer, a delight to the eye of 
the book owner. Of late the typecasting 
organizations have made available not only 
carefully-cut reproductions of many old 
ornaments but also many new designs of 
merit. 

Besides some 70 quarto pages of designs 
in black and white, this volume has as a 
particularly interesting feature a-collection 
of 20 decorative patterns printed on col- 
ored papers and in colored inks. This 
shows an entirely mew resource for book 
ornamentation. The binding itself is 
worth study, as the typographical orna- 
ments have been used in gilt on a black 
cloth in a way to make a binding of great 
individuality and real beauty. 

Mr. Warde, who was for some years in 
charge of the printing of the Princeton 
University Press and has traveled abroad 
for a number of years among the printing 
centers, has been spending the past winter 
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of Saracenic, Moorish & Alhambresque, 
while the term Arabesque 1s applied ex 
clusively to the style from the 
debased classical grotesque of the Roman 


re 

There 1s still much of the genuine Sara 
ceac elements in Renaissance :

In the Saracenic, as the elder sister of 
the two Styles, which was ingenuously 
developed by the Byzantine Greek artists 
for their Arabian masters in the early 
tumes of Mahommedan conquest, every 
natural object was proscribed; the artists 
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in New York, during which time he did 
special work at the Rudge Press and gave 
an important series of lectures at New 
York University. He is now returning to 
Europe for fresh contacts and study. 


New Edition of Talbot Baines 
Reed’s Book on Type Founding 


HE standard book on English type 

founding is that of Talbot Baines 
Reed, first published in 1887 and now a 
scarce item for collectors in the field of 
typography. Since its publication, there 
has been much research into the field, es- 
pecially that by D. B. Updike in America 
and Stanley Morison in England, and a 
new edition is now being made ready es- 
pecially prepared by A. F. Johnson of the 
British Museum, whose contributions to 
the field of typography have been many. 
In its preparation he has had the help of 
Mr. Morison. The volume will be hand- 
somely printed, and 500 copies will be 
available to both England and America. 
The American publishers are Payson and 
Clarke.

The “Cartea Romaneasca,” the Rumanian Book-Publishing 
Corporation in Bucarest 


Bernice Kenyon

N interesting experiment is being 
A tried with success in Rumania, 
where during the last few years 
practically all of the country’s book-pub- 
lishing facilities have been combined in one 
organization. In the relatively short time 
since the war there has.sprung up in 
Bucarest a corporation under the name 
of “Cartea Romaneasca,” which is putting 
out a great number of publications of all 
sorts, and supplying Rumania’s post-war 
demands for quantities of literary works at 
popular prices. During the war bookbuy- 
ing in Rumania and the surrounding coun- 
tries was naturally at a standstill, but by 
1919 a renaissance of letters had begun, 
and the time was ripe for the founding of 
a large publishing house. 

The “Cartea Romaneasca” was founded 
in June, 1919, by three enterprises of 
Bucarest: The Carol Goebl Society of 
Graphic Arts; Theodossiu-Jonnitiu & Sons, 
booksellers and stationers; and the publish- 
ing house of C. Sfetea. Their consolida- 
tion was sponsored by the Banca Roma- 
neasca, and they started out with the small 
initial capital of about $75,000, which has 
since been increased to $620,000. 

One of the first activities of the new cor- 
poration was the purchase of the plant and 
facilities of the “Minerva” Corporation, 
which had been before the war the largest 
company of its kind, publishing Rumanian 
works and foreign books in translation. 
The new organization was completed by 
the purchase of the publishing house of 

Flacara” and by the building of large new 
quarters in which could be concentrated 
under one roof the combinéd equipment of 
all the original companies, along with new 
machines and the necessary store-rooms and 
shipping facilities, 

_ The most up-to-date machinery has been 
installed in the new plant. The company 


owns 200 tons of types for hand composi- 
tion in modern languages, as well as special 
types for ancient Rumanian, Russian, 
Greek, etc. There are 7 linotype ma- 
chines, 6 typograph, 5 monotype, and a 
complete outfit for stereotype work, and 
25,000 matrices for all characters, current 
and special. There are numerous machines 
for engraving and color-reproduction, and 
all the necessary folding, cutting and bind- 
ing machines to handle a yearly total of 
about 1,200,000 tons of finished material; 
700 employees are needed for the presswork 
alone, the administrative staff numbers 150 
persons; salaries total about $279,000 a 
year. 

The output of the “Cartea Romaneasca”’ 
is of three distinct sorts: (1) Literary 
and scientific publications, especially Ru- 
manian books, classics, and publications in 
the fields of science, art, medicine, law etc. 
(2) School books, maps, charts, etc. This 
department supplies 70 per cent. of the 
total school books sold in the country. (3) 
A Popular Library, which has an endow- 
ment of $6,000 a year, and comprises books 
of all sorts which are sold below their cost 
of manufacture. These include Rumanian 
and foreign literary works, chosen classics, 
and books written in a popular style on 
subjects of science, agriculture, etc. 

The “Cartea Romaneasca” is run by an 
administrative council which includes some 
of the country’s most influential men of let- 
ters, educators and financiers. The Presi- 
dent is M. Simionescu, Professor of the 
Faculty of Sciences of the Rumanian Acad- 
emy, and the Vice-President is Madame 
Sarmiza Bilcescu Alimanisteanu, Doctor of 
Laws of the Faculty of Paris. The com- 
pany has a reserve fund of $65,000 and 
real estate valued at more than $600,000, 
as well as its costly press equipment. The

Bookstores and branch factories are being 
opened in the principal Rumanian cities, 
and some 600 correspondents of the organi- 
zation sell its books in small cities and vil- 
laces. It is plain that the company’s two 
aims, its commercial success and cultural 
advancement thruout the country, are both 


being realized. 


Printing is Taught in School 
Courses 


(COURSES in printing may be obtained 
in 369 institutions in the United States 
and Canada, the United States Daily 
quotes the Bureau of Education, Depart- 
ment of the Interior as reporting. In 
1926-27, there were 28,537 students: en- 
rolled in such courses, under the instruc- 
tion of 443 teachers, as shown by a recent 
survey of printing instruction made by the 
department of education of the United 
Typothetae of America. 

Of the institutions in which printing 
courses are offered, the largest number, 88, 
are academic high schools; 86 are junior 
high schools; 22 are technical high schools, 
44 are trade or vocational schools, 31 are 
evening schools, nine are colleges or normal 
schools, 10 are “plant” schools, 29 are ele- 
mentary schools and 17 each are continua- 
tion and part-time schools, according to the 
Bureau. 

It was stated that the time devoted to 
the subject varies from one to 48 hours 
per week, and from five weeks to six years. 
The age range of students is from 11 
to 16 in elementary schools, and from 12 
to 18, to 30 or even to 60 years of age in 
other schools and institutions. The Bu-
